DEATH CUTS OFF 
VETERAN’SSPEECH 


Col. Wilton A. Jenkins Drops 
Lifeless While Address- 
ing Loyal Legion 
at Banquet. 


WAS TALKING OF LINCOLN 


The hand of death reached down last night 
and plucked from the circle of the Loyal Le- | 
gion, veterans of thé civil war, Wilton A. 
Jenkins in the middle of his oration. 

It was the last monthly dinner for the 
year of the Loyal Légion, and it wae held ip 
the Midday club. Some hundred or more | 


of the members who had served through the 


civil war were gathered, as was their custom 
on these festive occasions, to ight old fights 
over and indulge in pleasant reminiscences. 
And Col, Witton A. Jenking of the Fifth Kan- 
sas cavalry, whose presence, despite his: 81. 
monthly banquets, was the appointed speaker | 
of the evening... 

“An Unrewarded Hero“ he had chosen as 
the title of his address, but before he could 
finish his eulogy of Edwin M. Stanton, who 
was the “hero” of his tale, Col. Jenkins 
passed to his owm reward. As his form 
swayed and fell, his companions who bad. 
borne arms with him nearly fifty years ago 
rushed to his side, only to Gnd his spirit had 


fled. 
Caused by Bursting of Artery. 

Dr. C. . Bldridge, a member of the Loyal 
Legion, was among the first to reach his side, 
and after a brief examination he pronounced 
the verdict that death had been instantaneous 
and had been caused by the bursting of an 
artery of the brain. 

He died before he struck the floor, said 
Dr. Hidridge. 

Col. Jenkin address was more than three- 
quarters conciuded when he fell over and 
died. In spite of his edvamed years, he had 
memorized his speech of some 2,000 words or 
more, and had used the manuseript merely 
for occasional reference. He had outlined 
briefly the dramatic incidents of the civil 
war, and had.eulogized to the fullest extent 
President Lincoln and his secretary, Bwin 
M. Stanton, and had come to these words: 

Lee had surrendered. Our flag was again 
floating over Fort Sumter and the end ofa 
bloody war was in sicht. Well done, thou 
good an@ faithful servant,’ was on the lips 
of all. The president from his greater heignt 
threw his long arm over the secretary's 
shoulder and a cordial embrace terminated 

their rejoicing. 

“ Stanton went home bappy. Mr. Lincoin 
went to his death, for that night he was as- 
sassinated and the entire north was in a pall 
of sorrow.

„Persistent Violaters of the Law,”

Barred doors will confromt habitués of the 
saloon of Dal Pino & & r, 834 West 
Madison street, this morning. The fate of 
this gambling saloon will be an object lesson 
to other barroom vlolators of the MW. 

Short shrift wae given the saloon yesterday 
after the evidence of its character had been 
presented to Mayor Busse by Chief of Police 
Steward. :

The provision heretofore adopted placing 


‘interstate telegraph and telephone lines 


under the supervision and control of the in- 
terstate commerce commission was en- 
larged in compliance with a suggestion by 
Senator La Follette, who presented the orig- 
inal amendment.

WHO'LL BE ON SCHOOL BOARD? 


Speculation Rife as Time Nears 
for Expiration of Terms. 


SEE SIX CHANGES POSSIBLE. 


1 Belief Expressed Busse May Name Al- 


most Entire New Slate. 


What is to be the personnel of the Chicago 
board of education after June 30? With the 


date for the expiration of the terms of seven 


members only a month away the question is 
beginning to arouse a deal of quiet specula- 
tion. Members of th board whose tenure of 
office does not expire this year are mildly 
curious to know who wih be their colleagues. 
The curiosity will increase as the time draws 
near for Mayor Busse to announce his ap- 
pointees. Thus far the mayor has given no 
intimation of what his course will be. ath 

The members whose terms will expire this 
month are Daniel R. Cameron, Otto C. 
Schneider, Chester M Dawes, Theodore W. 
Robinson, Adolph F. Gartz, Oscar F. 
Greifenhagen, and President Alfred R. Urion. 
Of these men only President Urion has ex- 
pressed an inclination to serve another term, 
and it le almost certain that at least five of 
the remaining six members would decline to 
accept reappointment. 

Three Have Told Desire to Quit. 


Chester M Dawes, Theodore W. Robin- 
son, and Oscar F. Grtefenhagen have in- 
timated definitely several times their de- 
sire to retire with the expiration of their 
terms. It was wnderstood nearly a year 
ago when Otto C. Schneider was defeat- 
ed for reélection as president of the board 
that he wished to retire at that time and con- 
sented to serve out his term only because of 
his friendship for Mayor Busse. 

The retirement of Mr. Garts is regarded as 
probable from the fact that he tendered his 
resignation to Mayor Busse last October be- 
fore going to California for the winter. The 
reason for the action was his long absences 
from Chicago, his congequent inability to 


for Chicago. She said that they applied to 
her for loans and that she loaned them many 
thousands of dollars without her husband's 
knowledge.

According to the entries, Mrs. Frankel had 
loaned $6,000 to Garber in Dec.,“ $2,000 to 
Garber in Jan.,“ and $5,000 to Wilson in 
Jan.“ And Mrs. Garber explained that the 
entries meant that she had loaned the money 
in December, 1908, and January, 1900. 

“These were the last three loans,“ said 
Mrs. Frankel. “They amounted to $13,000 
and were secured by American Home Circle 
notes signed by Wilson and Garber, The 
whole $13,000 was repaid to me at one time 
about May, 1909, and I surrendered the 
notes.” 

Mrs. Frankel] said that previous to these 
three loans she had loaned Wilson and Gar- 
ber numerous other sums of money in 
amounts ranging from $500 to $2,000. She 
stated that she had no record of the earlier 
loans. 

The anxiety of State’s Attorney Magill of 
Rock Island to learn the details of the 
Frankel Joans was based on his theory that 
Wilson and Garber, while they were presi- 
dent and secretary of the American Home 
Circle, had found it necessary to borrow 
large sums of money in order to keep the 
society from going to the wall, and that later, 
after they had absorbed the Fraternal 
Tribunes and become the president and sec- 
retary of that order they had used the Fra- 
ternal Tribunes’ reserve fund to satisfy the 
debts incurred in paying claims against the 
American Home Circle.

A LITERARY GRUBSTAKE WANTED. 

Spurred on by the discovery of Prof. 
Wallace of the University of Nebraska of 
hitherto unknown documents relating to 
Shakspeare’s life in London, parliament 
has ordered a report from the record 
office of the British government which is 
intended to sort out and classify the tons 
of documents, hundreds of years old, 
which lie in the archives of that depart- 
ment. This is an undertaking which, 
under English methods, will undoubtedly 
be well done and with great deliberation. 
It will require many years, infinite re- 
search, and a large fortune to determine 
what these records are which are now 
piled pell mell in the vaults and to dis- 
cover what relation they bear, if any, to 
English history or to any of its great char- 
acters. 

That it remainéd for an unknown 
American scholar to reveal to the world 
the undiscovered chapter in Shakspeare’s 
life was a matter of pride to the former’s 
countrymen, as it was of some humilia- 
tion to those of the latter. It is under. 
stood by Mr. Wallace’s friends in Amer 
ica that he is in position to make further 
discoveries of a still more important na- 
ture if he can find the means to remain in 
London another year and pursue his re- 
searches. His university is doing what 
it can, but it is not an ‘endowed instita- 
tion and cannot spare funds which are 
intended for the more practical courses 
of popular education. It would be greatly 
to the credit of American scholarship !f 
what Mr. Wallace has already done could 
“be supplemented by still further discov- 
eries and if the, funds for this purpose 
could come from those haying the honor 
of our scholarship at heart. Does this 
not appeal to Mr. Carnegie?

A brother of Count Stanislas Zamoyski was 
that Count Andrew who was minister of the 
interior at Warsaw during the Nationalist 
administration, prior to the Insurrection, 
while still another is Count Jean Zamoyski.

Chicago Real Estate Man Suc- 
eumbs After Operation. 


“$10,000 A YEAR MAN” AT 18 


His Early Business Ability Matured 
Later in Life. 


Walter Denton Oliver, one of the leading 
real estate brokers of Chicago and senior

Mr. Oliver

$10,000 a Year at 18. 

Mr. Oliver was born at Buffalo, N. T., Feb. 
29, 1860, and removed to Chicago in 1874, 
becoming a few years later a member of 
the board of trade firm of Oliver, Williams 
& Co. An evidence of his early business 
“ability is the fact that at the age of 18 years 
he was receiving a salary of $10,000 a year. 

He subsequently moved to New York, where 
he had charge of the grain department of 
the Wall street stock and band house of 
George William Ballou. 

Returning to Chicago in 1891, he engaged 
in the litho-marble business, Which he fol- 
lowed for a number of years. He entered 
the real estate business in 1902, in connec- 
tion with George W. Cobb & Co. In 1903 he 
became cannected with the firm of Oliver & 
Scott, of which hie brother, Frederick . 
Oliver, was a member, and pon the retire- 
ment of Mr. Scott du tyear he became 
the senior member of the new firm of Oliver 
& Co., which has since been one of the lead- 
ers in the real estate business of the city.

FORMER GOV. MICKEY IS DEAD. 


Nebraskan Noted for His Stand Against 
Dancing and Liquor —Veteran 
of Civil War. 


Former Gov. John H. Mickey of Nebraska, 
who died at his home at Osceola, Neb., early 
| yesterday morning, was noted for his stand 
against liquor and dancing. When he was 
elected governor for his first term in 1902 he 
revoked the arrangements for the inaugural 
ball at the state capital. He said simplpthat 
he could not consistently maintain his stand- 
ing in the Methodist church if he counte- 
nanced such an affair.

1,000 students attend. He was born ona 
farm in lowa and was educated at the public 
echools and at the Iowa Wesleyan untversity.

Before becoming governor 
he was a member of theiegisiature and pres 
dent of the board of trustees of the Wesleyan

It should, therefore, find a place on 
a symphony program and its preface should be 
one of the Beethoven orchestral masterpieces. 

ng such preface, it attained only a por- 
tion of its true value last night. Mrs. Osborn- 
Hannah demonstrated her technical mastery of 
the composition and found in it opportunity for 
effective display of every vocal resource that 
she commands, notably of her brilliant high 
tones and sympathetic treatment of quiet lyric 
passages. But the more intimate meanings, the 
essential interpretative values of the aria, were 
missed.

In contrast so sharp and glaring that even its 
sensuous and alluring melodies pressed as a 
shock and a surprise after the nobility and sin- 
cerity of Beethoven came the andante cantibile 
from Tschaikowsky’s fifth and greatest sym- 
phony. As had. been anticipated, the orchestra, 
more closely and compactly seated than on the 
previous evening, was heard to splendid advan- 
tage. This movement has other things to rec- 
ommend it besides ita stream of sentimental 
melody, with its accompanying burden of emo- 
tional intensity. It is the most effective dis- 
play piece for the orchestra imaginable. It 
calls every section, every instrument of the 
orchestra into action successively. and in such 
manner that its own particular tonal beauties 
are emphasized. The ’cellos and violas announce 
the preface with a somber richness of tone that 
imparts to it most solemn portent. The horn 
then begins the song, to be softly prompted, 
after a moment, by the violins, who in turn 
catch the melody and carry it impatiently to 
one of Tschaikowsky’s artfully stimulated cli- 
maxes. Oboe and clarinet supply the secondary 
themes, or those delightfully characteristic figu- 
rations that Tschaikowsky uses with such won- 
derful effect. The English horn adds its plaint- 
ive voice and the heavier brasses build up an- 
other sonorous climax. In short, every voice 
in the orchestra that can sing a beautiful mel- 
ody is given opportunity to display its powers.

Illinois Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation Declares Against 
Demands of Miners. 


MEANS A BITITER FIGHT. 


umpmen and Emergency Work- 
ers Throughout the State to 
Be Called Out. 


Fight of the Illinois Coal Operators’ asso- 
ciation against the wage demands of the 
striking miners received the unanimous sup- 
port yesterday of the IiNnois Manufacturers’ 
association at a special meeting held at the 
La Salle hotel, 

Resolutions were adopted calling for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of five members 
to be empowered to call upon state and 
federal authorities 1 ald in reopening the 
mines, in order that the “ community may 
be relieved of et burden imposed upon in- 
dustry through differences in the 
miners’ union." 

Action of the manufacturers followed the 
issuance of an ultimatum by the miners’ of- 
ficials to the coal operators that unless they 
sign the new union agreement within twelve 
hours from the time notice is served, all 
engineers, pumpmen and emergency workers 
in the mines throughout the state will be 
called out on strike. 

As the operators are determined not to 
yield from their present position, the situa- 
tion created by .the new turn of affairs is 
regarded as the most serious since mining 
operations were suspended on Apri) 1. 

Bunsen Coal Company Yields. 


One of the surprises of the day was that 
the officials of the Bunsen Coal company in 
the Danville district, controlled by the United 
States Steel corporation, signed the miners’ 
agreement. The company operates three 
mines at Westville and employs about 1,200 
men. It is not in competition with the as- 
sociation operators, however, all the coal 
mined being used by the steel corporation. 

Coal operators who attended the meeting 
of the manufacturers explained their unalter- 

able opposition to the demands of the miners, 
stating that the increase demanded is al- 
most double that agreed upon by the na- 
tional convention of miners at Cincinnati. It 
was pointed out that the scale adopted by 
the Cincinnati convention has been accepted 
by the miners of Ohio, Indiana, Pennsylva- 
nia, Iowa, and other coal producing state 
the Illinois miners being the only ones hold. 
ing out for “arbitrary and unreasonable ” 
demands. 

N. Taylor, member of the exeécu- 
tive board of the Illinois Coal Operators’ as- 
sociation, said the present attitude of the 
miners is due to a conflict between Interna- 
tional President Thomas L. Lewis of the 
United Mine Workers of America, successor 


of John Mitchell, and John Walker, presi- |” 


dent of tHe Illinois Mine Workers’ union. 
He said the industries of the state are los- 

ing about $20,000,000 annually by reason of 

the cost of coal shipped in “xe 

other states, and that the present fight “ 

a life and death struggle of the coal A.

Shutdown’ Causes Heavy Loss. 

“TI would rather let my mines go to smash 
than give in to these unjust demands,“ said 
W. P. Rend. “ Before the mines were shut 
down on April 1 the Illinois miner was get- 
ting an average of $4.60 a day, while the men 
in my mines in Ohio were making an aver- 
age of only $3.80 a day.“ 

The resolutions adopted, in addition to 
authorizing a call for state and federal aid 
in reopening the mines, demanded that the 
officers of the miners’ union and the officials 
of the operators’ association get together 
at once for the purpose of adjusting the dis- 
pute in order that the “ great loss to indus- 
try may be stopped at once.” 


Mines May Be Ruined. 


About 47,000,000 tone a year is mined in Un- 
nois. Of this amount the railroads use about 
25.000,000 tons and the manufacturers about 
20,000,000 tons a year. E. T. Bent of the coal 

rators’ association said the loss to in- 
dustry in Illinois since April 1 by reason of 
increased prices of coal is about $1,500,000, 
exclusive of the loss In wages to the miners 
and the loss to the operators, 

Calling out of the engineers and pumpmen 
will mean serious loss. Unless these men are 
allowed to work the wet mines” Will be 
ruined by water and the dry mines wil! be in- 
jured seriously as a result of lack of air. 

There are about 300 mines in Illinois and 15 
per cent of them are wet. Coal operators 
declared that if the engineers and pumpmen 
desert these mines the wet properties will be 
damaged beyond repair. The loss in such an 
event, they said, would amount to at least 
$20,000,000. 

More than 1,000 engineers and 800 pump- 
men are employed in the mines. These men 
are satisfied with their conditions and rate 
of pay, as they obtained the increase de- 


manded. It is likely, however, that most of 


them will obey the walkout order of

Washington, D. C., June 2.—[{Special }— 
Chairman Heyburn made the announcement 
at the meeting of the committee on manu- 
factures today that a new draft of a bill for 
the regulation of cold storage would be re- 
ported to the senate as 4 substitute for the 
Lodge bill, on which hearings have been held. 

The character of the new bill was not stat- 
ed, but the chairman said that, if enacted, it 
would “ guarantee that the people would get 
wholesome stored food.” 

He said that the measure would be drawn in 
such @ manner as to protect the interests of 
the concerns which are doing a legitimate 
storage business, but that those who have 
carried foods beyond the limits of public 
safety 3 have to ö meth- 
ods or take the consequences. 

The cost of living hab increased because 
the cost of producing food staples has mul- 
tiplied, according to two mois farmers 
who appeared before the Lodge committee 
of the senate today. The witnesses were 
Daniel L. Keleher of Orion and Charles W.
